PACKAGES. 


One star route contractor in Idaho 


on a chilly morning 
found 
hi?nself 


with three carloads of ore to trans- 
port, put up in fifty-pound sacks. 
A 


report came from a town in Wyoming 
that the post office, inside and out, 
•was piled high with several tons of 
beans awaitinp shipment to a local 
rnininR camp. The office, it was said 
had been clogeed for more than 
a 


month, while the weary 
contractor 


took the shipment away in daily in- 
stalments. 
At other places carloads 


of flour, put up in fifty-pound sacks, 
were found with postage stamps at- 
tached. 
On the bad mountain roads 


the drivers were frequently stuck for 
hours in the murt. their wagons piled 
several feet high with iron ore. sacks 
of potatoes, and other now legally 
rnailable matter. 
In a certain fowii 


in 'Wyoming a number of tie-cutters 
left one camp to move on to anot'her. 
eishty'rniles away. They had certain 
domestic 
impediments ' which tliev 


called bed and bedding—material that 
they succeeded in rolling up so that it 
complied with the parcel post regula- 
tions. Ordinarily they had had to pay 
the stage line five cents a pound for 
shipping this stuff: the lumbermen. 
however, had heard of the famous 
bean and flour and ore shipments and 
learned that they could mail their fur- 
niture for little more than a cent a 
pound. The local post office was al- 
most concealed by this sudden 
in- 


crease in its business. "The joke is 
again on the star route contractor" 
was the comment of the local news- 
paper on the incident. 


"I made a contract to can-y 
the 


t mails, not to be a freight train" this 


injured citizen wrote to the postal de- 
partment.

Touch of Human Nature. 


Have Reflected on Good

Washington, May 29.—Mrs. Helen 
Grenfell of Colorado, to whom Presi- 
dent Wilson granted 
an 
interview 
some days ago. is remaining in Wash- 
ington to enlighten senators and repre- 
sentatives on what she calls the real 
situation in her state. 


Mrs. Grenfell is vice president ot 
the Colorado Law and Order league, 
composed largely of women,, whose 
purpose she says is to sustain the 
state authorities so long as their ac- 
tions are in the interest o[ a proper 
conduct of public affairs. 
"The conflict at Ludlow was a most 
unfortunate affair," said Mrs. Gren- 
fell in an interview here, "but never 
has a tragedy been seized upon tor 
such misrepresentation 
and defama- 
tion to the injury of the good name 
of the state and of the reputation of 
its people for humanitarlanism and 
fair dealing. I am here becaus'e our 
organization wants the truth known 
in the interest of the state." 
Mrs. Grenfell claims the 
strikers 
were the aggressors at Ludlow. "It 
should he remembered," 
she 
said, 
"that the labor troubles extend over 
a wide area, including not only those 
around Ludlow, but in Boulder county, 
200 or 300 miles to the north, and in 
Routt county, as tar to -'the west. The 
southern fields, however, is the most 
extended, and haj3 been the scene of 
the larger number of the conflicts. 


Militia Preserved Order. 
"The southern strike had not been 
long in progress when the collisions 
between the strikers and the repre- 
sentatives of the mine operators 'be- 
came so frequent that it became neces 
sary for Governor Ammcns to call out 
the militia. lAbout that time occurred 
the ambuscade at the little town of 
La Veta, where four or five inoffensive 
miners were waylaid and killed by 
the strikers because they would not 
join, the walkout. 
Many other out- 
rages had been committed by 
the 
strikers, but it was not "long until or- 
der was restored by the state troops. 
During the entire stay ot the militia, 
about seven months, there were only 
two deaths resulting from the strike 
iu the entire southern strike zone. 
"They were there to keep order, and 
they kept it in the face of many priva- 
tions and of constant insult from the 
strikers." 
According to Mrs. Grenfell's infor- 


mation, the Ludlow battle did not oc- 
cur until after the most of the state 
soldiers had been withdrawn. 
"It would be tedious to undertake 
to give all the details of that dis- 
tressing affair," she continued, "but 
there are two phases of it that require 
especial attention: first, initiation and 
motive, and, second, 
the 
-killing of 
women and children belonging to the 
tent 
colony of strikers. I desire 
especially that it should 
be under- 
stood that the statements I make are 
based upon official investigations. In 
the main, the facts have been brought 
out by the military commission, which 
made an inquiry on the ground im- 
mediately after the battle. 
Puts Blame on Strikers. 
"One mo'st important, and, to my 
mind, a controlling, fact is that the 
day when the fight began there were 
only 'thirty-two militiamen at Ludlow, 
while there were about 500 armed 
strikers and strike sympathizers who 
had congregated there, many of them 
coming 
from 
New 
Mexico. All of 
these strikers were thoroughly armed 
and their tents filled with ammuni- 
tion. 
Large numbers of them were 
fresh 
from 
the 
Balkan 
war 
and 
trained in the arts oC modern war. 
"In view of these facts is it reason 
able to suppose that the troops would 
have sought a clash? Moreover, \t 
should be borne in mind that the tent 
town was surrounded by 
rifle pits 
previously built by the strikers and 
that the "striking fighters took refuge 
in these pits., notwithstanding by so 
doing they brought the tents in range 
of the firing. 
Cellars Under Tents. 
"Under many of the tents 
there 
were shallow cellars, which, owing to 
the fact that they had been freshly 
excavated, many believe were made in 
view of a contemplated attack on the 
militia. It was the occupancy of one 
of 
the 
undertent excavations 
by 
women and children that led to their 
deaths. 
The pit occupied 
by 
the 
eleven little ones and two women was 
only five feet deep, six feet wide and 
less than nine feet in length. When 
the bodies were taken out the next 
day not a bullet scratch was found on 
any of them and only one was burned, 
and that but slightly. How they met 
their death I do not know, but Dr. 
Ciirry, a physician living at Hastings, 
ho examined the corpses, gave it aa

Question— 
I am about to move onto a farm re- 
cently purchased. 
I find on examin- 
ation that he former owners evidently 
had trouble with hog cholera, for 1 
have found places where hogs • have 
been buried and some left tmburied. 
I wish to >Keey hogs. 
What course 
shall I pursue? 
Answer— - 
The first requisite 's a thorough 
cleaning up. The imbnried carcasses 
should of course be 
buried 
and it 
would be well to use a 
quantity of 
quick lime in the holes after putting 
the' carcasses in; also use it freely 
when the hogs have already been bur- 
ied. 
Rake the litter 
from the 
hog 
house and yard and burn it. 
Then 
disinfect the- pens and 
troughs. 
A 
good solution for this purpose is eith- 
er 5% carbolic acid, or 5% solution of 
commercial formalin or a 3% creolin 
solution' in water. 
Next thoroughly 
whitewash the hog pens, walls, ceil- 
ing, troughs and 
everything about 
them, including the fence about the 
hog yard. Open the hog pens to vhe 
sunlight if possible, for sunlight is 
the best and most thorough disinfect- 
ant of all. Procure from your bank- 
er Wisconsin Bankers' Farm Bulletin 
No. 4 and read carefully. 
Question— 
I own three city lots in the city 
of Janesville. 
I have been raising 
on them Timothy and clover, but the 
clover no longer grows well. I would 
like to put the land into some crop 
that will brine a little income. What 
shall I do with it? 


Answer— 
The probably is that the 
soil is 
acid. 
This is indicated by tV"> fact 
that clover does not gmw well upon 
it. But to make certain it should be 
tested with blue litmus paper. This 
may be procured from 
the druggist 
,nd should be placed in contact with 
lamp soil. This 
may 
be done 
by 
thrusting a stick or knife into the 
ground and after withdrawing it put- 
Ing the litmus paper into the open- 
ng thus formed 
and pressing 
the 
soil about it, leaving it for five or 
,en minutes Before withdrawing it 
for examination. If the paper'shows 
pa 
id. 
. 
spots on it the soil is ac 
Unless your ground has recently 
been fertilized it will be well to anpiy 
about 6 loads 
of barnyard 
manure 
with about 200 pounds of rock phos- 
phate and plow. Now, for correcting 
the acidity, procure about 1 or 1% 
tons ot lime and scatter over 
the 
ground. Lime may be procured from 
the siipar beet factory at Iflc per load 
and 2 loads will probably 
cient. 
Ground limestone 
tie 
sufli- 
may 
be 
used and ran be procured of dealers 
town. The 
soil is now in good 
shape to be fitted for the raising of 
either corn or alfalfa, either of which 
will make a good marketable crop. 
Sweet corn should find a ready sale 
at the canning factory, 


If the ground can be worked up so 
as to have 
a fine seed bed 
and is 
reasonably free from weeds, alfalfa 
may be sown about June first. If oth 
«rwise it will be better to put 
the 
ground into some 
crop 
like -corn 


which may be given clean culture, this 
season and follow with alfalfa next 
season. 
There are, of course, many 
other uses to which the land of va- 
can city lots may be put. There are 
many organized movements just, now 
for making use of vacant city lots by 
putting the children to work at rais- 
ing garden truck and various crops.
